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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . In view of amendments and Applicant's arguments, the Examiner withdraws the 
rejection under 35 (JSC 103 (a) to claims 1-7 and 9-15. The cancellation of claims 16, 
17 and the addition of claims 18-29 has been acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, 9-15 and 18-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

, Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not show a dynamoeledric 
machine as described in claim 1 comprising at least one capacitor for storing energy for 
driving accessories or for starting the dynamoelectric machine and at least a first 
bearing supporting the rotor shaft for rotation, said first bearing being positioned 
longitudinally within the stator core 

Regarding claim 1 1 , the prior art of record does not show a dynamoeledric 
machine as described in claim 1 1 comprising at least one capacitor for storing energy 
for driving accessories or for starting the dynamoelectric machine and two endshields 
defining opposite ends of the machine, at least one of the endshields having a portion 
which extends to a longitudinal position within the stator core and at least one of the 
endshields having a cavity for holding the capacitor.
